It was two weeks of 
unrest and sleeplessness, for the good coun- 
try people sat up nights after the long weari- 
some days waiting for the Post-Dispatch to 
come on the late evening train, in order that 
they might read what they already knew.

BEECHER IS A REFORMER. 


A Jury in the Probate Court Is De- 
termining His Sanity. 


The inquiry into the mental condition of 
James W. Beecher was begun in the Pro- 
bate Court at 11:30 o’clock Monday morning. 

This is a remarkable case. For three years. 
Beecher tras been confined in the St. Louis
